E.  Pratt,  president  of  the  college. 

James  S.  Mack,  president  of  the  Mack  Foundation  and  president  of  the 
G.  C.  Murphy  Company,  was  awarded  the  fourth  annual  alumni  citation  for 
outstanding  service  to  education  at  the  traditional  Alumni  Day  luncheon,  Sat- 
urday. 

Dr.  Glenn  C.  Hess,  supervising  principal  of  the  Richland  Township  Public 
Schools,  was  elected  president  of  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  General 
Alumni  Association  for  a  two-year  term. 

Dr.  Paul  R.  Anderson,  president  of  Chatham  College  speaking  on  the  sub- 
ject "A  Look  Ahead  —  But  Not  Too  Far,"  gave  the  commencement  address  to 
the  graduating  class,  Sunday,  at  2:00  p.m. 

The  baccalaureate  service  with  Dr.  Fredric  B.  Irvin,  president  of  Thiel 
College,  as  speaker  had  been  given  on  Sunday,  May  19,  at  2.00  p.m. 

The  commencement  and  Alumni  Day  weekend  activities  were  marked  by 
exceptionally  high  attendance,  according  to  college  authorities.  Record  crowds 
attended  most  of  the  events  over  the  weekend.

The  citation  which  Mr.  Mack  received  reads,  "The  General  Alumni  Associ- 
ation of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  is  privileged  to 
confer  upon  Mr.  James  S.  Mack  the  fourth  annual  citation  for  distinguished 
service  toward  the  attainment  of  the  high  ideals  and  standards  for  which  the 
college  at  Indiana  stands." 

"As  an  individual,  as  a  member  of  the  Mack  family,  and  as  president  of 
the  Mack  Foundation,  Mr.  Mack  has  been  active  in  making  many  fine  com- 
munity projects  successful  in  this  area,"   Dr.  Pratt  said. 

"In  recent  years  the  Mack  Foundation  has  developed  the  Mack  Memorial 
Community  Park  in  Indiana  into  one  of  the  finest  recreation  centers  in  the  area. 
The  Mack  interests  have  also  been  very  prominent  in  every  drive  to  improve 
the  Indiana  Hospital  which  serves  the  greater  Indiana  County  area." 

"The  camping  program  for  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  has  been  greatly 
assisted  through  the  gift  of  Camp  Seph  Mack.  The  Indiana  State  Teachers 
College  has  been  greatly  aided  in  many  ways  by  Mr.  Mack  and  the  Mack 
Foundation." 

The  first  annual  alumni  citation  was  awarded  to  Agnes  Sligh  Turnbull, 
noted  American  novelist  and  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1910,  in  May,  1954. 
The  second  alumni  citation  was  awarded  to  Carl  S.  Weyandt,  president 
of  the  Syntron  Company  and  the  Syntron  Foundation  and  now  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  college.  James  Stewart,  noted  American  actor 
and  a  graduate  of  Keith  School,  received  the  third  annual  citation. 

Dr.  Glenn  C.  Hess,  who  was  chosen  president  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
succeeds  Samuel  Furgiuele  of  Indiana.  Mr.  Furgiuele  was  the  first  man  to  be 
elected  president  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  in  recent  years  since  the 
reorganization  of  the  Alumni  Association,  and  Dr.  Hess  is  therefore  the  second 
male  president  of  the  Association. 

Dr.  Hess  received  his  doctor  of  education  degree  from  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  in  1949.  He  received  his  master  of  education  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pittsburgh  in  1939  and  his  bachelor  of  science  in  education  from 
Indiana  in   1937.

Dr.  Hess 
has  been  at  Richland  Township  Public  Schools  since  1946  as  supervising  princi- 
pal. Prior  to  his  service  in  World  War  II,  he  was  supervising  principal  at  Vinton- 
dale. 

From  1938  to  1942  he  was  head  of  the  English  department  at  Cone- 
maugh  Township  High  School.  He  taught  English  for  one  year  at  Dole  Boro 
High   School   in  the    1937-38   term. 

Dr.  Hess  is  married  to  the  former  Virginia  Niessner  of  Johnstown,  a  grad- 
uate of  Lebanon  Valley  College.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hess  and  their  three  children, 
Audra — 14,  Garry — 11,  and  Barbara — 8,  reside  at  402  Cherry  Lane,  Johns- 
town,   Pennsylvania. 

Dr.  Hess  is  a  member  of  the  Geistown  Lions  Club,  National  Education 
Association,  Pennsylvania  State  Education  Association,  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  the 
National  Society  for  the  Study  of  Education,  the  American  Association  of 
School   Administrators,   American   Legion   Post  849,   and   the  Masons. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  the  legislative  committee  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Education  Association  and  is  now  president  of  the  administrative  depart- 
ment of  the  Central  Western  convention  district  of  the  PSEA.

Graduate  Degree  Program  Will 
Be  Started  Fall  of  1957 

Plans  are  now  being  made  for  the  organization  of  a  graduate  study  pro- 
gram to  be  effective  September  1,  1957,  at  the  State  Teachers  College, 
Indiana,  according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president  of  the  college. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Council  of  Education  at  a  meeting  held  on  March 
26,  1957,  approved  the  application  of  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  for 
offering  graduate  work  leading  to  the  master  of  education  degree  in  ele- 
mentary education. 

Dr.  Pratt  has  appointed  Dr.  I.  L.  Stright  as  chairman  of  a  graduate  council 
which  will  be  composed  of  Dr.  Stright  and  eight  faculty  members.  The  faculty 
council  will  begin  formulation  of  plans  for  the  graduate  program  immediately. 

In  addition  to  Dr.  Stright,  the  council  will  include  Dr.  John  E.  Davis, 
director  of  teacher  training;  Dr.  Ralph  W.  Cordier,  dean  of  instruction;  Dr.  S. 
Trevor  Hadley,  director  of  student  personnel  services;  and  six  members  of  the 
graduate  faculty  elected  by  the  graduate  faculty  at  large. 

The  graduate  faculty  will  be  comprised  of  about  65  present  staff  mem- 
bers who  have  the  rank  of  associate  professor  or  full  professor. 

The  entire  faculty  at  Indiana  now  includes  about  130  persons.  As  the 
program  gets  underway  it  will  undoubtedly  be  necessary.  Dr.  Pratt  suggested, 
to  employ  some  additional  faculty  members  to  assist  with  the  graduate  pro- 
gram. 

The  general  program  and  curriculum  will  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
director  of  graduate  studies  with  the  approval  of  the  graduate  council.  The 
director  of  graduate  studies  will  be  appointed  at  a  later  date.  Dr.  Pratt  said. 

Requirements  for  admission  into  the  graduate  work  at  Indiana  State 
Teachers  College  will  be  about  as  follows.  Dr.  Pratt  explained:  "The  applicant 
shall  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  college  or  university  accredited  by  a 
regional  accrediting  association;  the  applicant  shall  present  a  grade  point 
average  of  1.5  or  higher  which  means  a  minimum  grade  average  about  mid- 
way between  a  C  and  B  on  the  present  Indiana  undergraduate  grade  scale; 
and  the  applicant  shall  hold  a  Pennsylvania  teacher's  certificate." 

Further  admission  to  candidacy  for  the  master  of  education  degree  in 
elementary  education  will  be  concluded  only  after  six  semester  hours  of  grad- 
uate work   have  been  completed. 

The  State  Teachers  College  at  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  is  the  largest  of  the 
14  State  Teachers  Colleges  in  the  Commonwealth.  It  was  the  first  State  Teach- 
ers College  to  complete  its  application  to  the  State  Council  of  Education  for 
permission  to  grant  master  of  education  degrees.  The  application  was  origi- 
nally submitted   in   May,    1954. 

The  Middle  States  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  in  mak- 
ing an  evaluation  of  Indiana  indicated  that  the  college  at  Indiana  would  be 
capable  of  giving  master  degrees  in  most  of  the  subject  matter  area  fields  in 
which  it  is  certifying  teachers  on  the  undergraduate  level. 


The  college  at  Indiana  was  the  first  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Teachers 
Colleges  to  be  granted  permission  to  give  a  master  of  education  degree  in 
elementary  education.  Similar  permission  has  also  been  granted  to  Edinboro 
State  Teachers  College. 

In  the  organization  of  the  graduate  study  program  at  the  State  Teachers 
College,  Indiana,  the  Graduate  Council  will  play  a  key  role,  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt, 
president  of  the  college,  states. 

The  council  will  be  responsible  for  organizing  and  getting  the  graduate 
study  program  ready  by  September  1,   1957,  Dr.  Pratt  said. 

The  council  has  been  officially  organized  and  held  its  first  meeting  Tues- 
day, April  9,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  room  104,  Leonard  Hall  on  the  college  campus 
in  Indiana.  Dr.  I.  L.  Stright  is  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Graduate  Council. 

Permanent  members  of  the  council  include  also  Dr.  John  E.  Davis,  director 
of  teacher  training;  Dr.  Ralph  W.  Cordier,  dean  of  instruction,  and  Dr.  S.  Trevor 
Hadley,  director  of  personnel  services. 

Six  members  of  the  faculty  have  been  elected  to  the  Graduate  Council 
to  serve  for  a  period  of  time.  They  are  Dr.  P.  D.  Lott,  Dr.  Edward  G.  Bieghler, 
Dr.  Dwight  D.  Sollberger,  Dr.  Albert  J.  Wahl,  Dr.  Joy  E.  Mahachek,  and  Dr. 
George  A.  W.  Stouffer,  Jr. 

William  E.  Lafranchi,  head  librarian,  and  Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  director  of 
public  relations,  have  been  appointed  by  Dr.  Pratt  to  serve  as  ex  officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Graduate  Council. 

The  Council  will  definitely  have  a  graduate  program  leading  to  a  master 
of  education  in  elementary  education  ready  to  begin  by  the  fall  semester. 
Dr.  Stright,  chairman  of  the  Graduate  Council,  states. 

The  over-all  curriculum  will  contain  six  to  nine  semester  hours  in  pro- 
fessional studies,  six  to  nine  semester  hours  in  general  studies,  and  fifteen  to 
eighteen  semester  hours  in  the  area  of  specialization. 

The  master  of  education  degree  in  elementary  education  will,  therefore, 
require  a  major  part  of  the  graduate  work  in  academic  or  subject  matter  fields. 
Dr.  Stright  points  out. 

The  graduate  program  will  require  30  semester  hours  including  a  thesis 
or  some  field   research. 

The  graduate  courses  will  be  offered  in  the  late  afternoons  and  evenings, 
and  Saturday  mornings  during  the  regular  academic  year  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember, 1957,  and  during  summer  sessions  beginning  with  the  summer  session 
of   1958. 

In  order  to  be  admitted  into  graduate  work  at  Indiana  State  Teachers 
College,  the  applicant  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  college  or  uni- 
versity accredited  by  a  regional  accrediting  association. 

The  applicant  further  must  have  had  a  satisfactory  grade  point  average 
in  this  undergraduate  work,  and  the  applicant  must  hold  a  Pennsylvania  teach- 
er's certificate. 

Admission  to  candidacy  for  the  master  of  education  degree  in  elementary 
education  will  be  concluded  only  after  six  semester  hours  of  graduate  work 
have  been  completed.  The  fees  for  graduate  studies  have  been  set  at  $15 
per  credit  hour. 

The  Graduate  Council  is  now  preparing  a  brochure  which  will  include  all 
the  pertinent  information  concerning  the  graduate  program.

The  "Dean  of  Coaches"  at  Indiana  is  Coach  Miller.  In  his  31  years  at 
ISTC  he  has  been  head  coach  of  every  sport  at  one  time  or  another.  Next  year 
Miller  will  have  one  full  semester  for  a  well-deserved  leave  of  absence. 


•    Highlighted   in   this   issue's   "Coach's   Corner"    is   George   P.   Miller,   who   is 
still  OS  active  as  he  was  31   years  ago  when  he  first  come  to  Indiana. 

After  graduating  from  Columbia  University  with  a  bachelor  of  science  and 
later  a  master's  degree,  he  began  a  coaching  career  which  has  extended  to 
almost  every  sport. 

His  coaching  records  are  outstanding  in  the  school's  history.  In  1934  and 
1940  his  football  teams  won  our  only  state  teachers  colleges  titles.  With 
"Peck"  McKnight  in  the  line-up  the  basketball  team  of  1935  also  led  the 
teachers  conference. 

tAr.  Miller  became  head  of  the  health  and  physical  education  department 
in  1938,  and  he  still  holds  that  position  today.  The  State  Teachers  College 
Athletic  Conference  has  elected  him  president  every  year  since  it  was  organ- 
ized. Safety  education  has  been  another  of  Mr.  Miller's  interests  and  in  1956 
he  served  as  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  of  Safety  Education. 

Under  Mr.  Miller's  guidance,  ISTC  has  made  a  niche  in  the  state  teachers 
world  of  sports. 
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ISTC  Visual  Education  Director  Retires

•  Wilber  Emmert,  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  State  Teachers  College, 
Indiana,  since  the  summer  of  1926,  has  announced  his  retirement  as  of  May 
31,   1957,  according  to  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president  of  the  college. 

Mr.  Emmert  came  to  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  in  1926  as  head  of 
the  science  department  and  taught  biology  and  physical  science  for  a  number 
of  years. 

When  the  audio-visual  education  movement  became  an  important  item 
in  education,  Mr.  Emmert  began  to  devote  his  time  to  audio-visual  education 
v/ork. 

In  September,  1940,  he  founded  the  Indiana  Film  Service  which  supplies 
sound  films  to  churches,  schools,  and  organizations  throughout  Pennsylvania 
and  literally  throughout  the  United  States  and  many  foreign  countries. 

The  film  service  h^r.  Emmert  built  from  practically  nothing  to  a  library 
with   $100,000  replacement  value. 

During  the  Leonard  Hall  fire  in  1952,  the  film  library  burned  with  the 
building;  then  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Pratt  in  cooperation  with  state  and 
federal  agencies,  Mr.  Emmert  was  able  to  rebuild  the  library  to  its  present 
status. 

In  1940  Mr.  Emmert  instituted  the  Saturday  night  feature  pictures,  part  of 
the  social  life  program  at  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College. 

Before  WDAD  started,  Mr.  Emmert  was  coordinator  of  college  radio  pro- 
grams with  station  WHJB  in  Greensburg. 

Throughout  his  career  Mr.  Emmert  has  held  many  important  positions  in 
audio-visual  work  in  the  nation.  He  has  been  president  of  the  Audio-Visual 
Education  Roundtable  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Education  Association,  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Department  of  Audio-Visual  Education  of  the  National 
Education  Association,  and  has  been  active  on  other  state  and  national  com- 
mittees dealing   with   audio-visual   education   work. 


In  Indiana  where  he  has  resided  for  the  past  30  years  he  has  been  active 
in  the  local  Boy  Scout  program  and  is  a  past  president  of  the  Indiana  Kiwanis 
Club. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Indiana  in  1926,  hAr.  Emmert  taught  for  two  and  one- 
half  years  in  the  high  school  at  South  Bend,  Indiana;  was  superintendent  of 
schools  for  two  years  in  Diller,  Nebraska;  and  taught  in  three  other  Nebraska 
schools  for  a  total  of  two  years,  and  for  one  year  in  a  South  Dakota  rural 
school. 

He  was  born  in  Salem,  Nebraska,  and  attended  high  school  and  normal 
school  in  Peru,  Nebraska.  He  received  his  A.  B.  degree  from  Peru  State  Col- 
lege at  Peru,  Nebraska,  and  his  M.A.  degree  from  the  University  of  Chicago. 
He  has  done  additional  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  and 
the  University  of  Indiana.

Nancy  J.  Newkerk,  graduate  assistant  in  the  student  program  at  Syracuse 
University,   has   been   selected   to  succeed   Miss   Faust. 
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Miss  Newkerk  will  be  the  fifth  dean  of  women  in  the  82  year  history  of 
the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College.  Dean  Jane  Leonard  served  at  Indiana 
from  1875-1920;  Dean  Hope  Stewart  served  from  1920-1938;  Dean  Florence 
Kimball  served  from   1938  until   1951;  and  Dean  Faust  from    1951    to   1957.

In  1948  Miss  Faust  went  to  Syracuse  University  where  she  studied  until 
1950  and  received  her  master  of  arts  degree.  At  Syracuse,  Miss  Faust  studied 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  M.  Eunice  Hilton  and  served  as  a  student  dean.  She 
received  the  Syracuse  University  Fellowship  in  Student  Personnel  Administra- 
tion. 

She  also  helped  author  the  Syracuse  University  "Guide  to  Guidance." 
Miss  Faust  has  completed  research  in  the  study  of  reading  difficulties  of  the 
junior  and  senior  students  at  Hershey,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  grade  and  file 
system  of  the   Pennsylvania  State  School  of  Aeronauticcs. 

She  graduated  from  Waynesburg  Senior  High  School  and  received  her 
A.B.  degree  from  Lebanon  Valley  College.  She  took  further  work  at  Shippens- 
burg  State  Teachers  College  in  1939  where  she  receivd  certification  as  an  ele- 
mentary school  teacher. 

Dean  Faust  is  a  member  of  the  National  and  Pennsylvania  Associations 
of  Deans  of  Women,  the  National  Education  Association,  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Education  Association,  the  American  Association  of  University  Women, 
Pi  Lambda  Theta,  national  educational  honorary  fraternity,  and  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Agents  of  Lebanon  Valley  College. 

She  will  reside  at  1409  East  Queen  Street,  Annville,  Pennsylvania,  after 
June    1. 

The  new  dean  of  women.  Miss  Newkerk,  received  her  bachelor  of  music 
education  degree  from  Oberlin  College,  Oberlin,  Ohio,  in  1950  and  her  master 
of  arts  degree  from  Syracuse  University  in  1957.  She  has  done  additional 
study  at  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University. 

At  Syracuse,  she  completed  two  years  of  internship  training  in  student 
personnel  work.  During  this  time  she  held  an  assistantship  in  the  office  of  the 
dean   of  women. 

She  served  also  as  a  head  resident  in  a  student  residence  at  Syracuse 
where  she  had  sole  charge  of  the  house  organization,  counseling,  and  super- 
vision  of  the   students.

A  member  of  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association  for  35  years,  he  was 
also  a  member  of  the  American 
Congress  of  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology, the  Indiana  County  Medical 
Association  for  51  years,  and  a  life- 
time member  of  the  Zion  Lutheran 
Church. 

Dr.  Neal  was  born  May  17,  1882, 
at  North  Point,  Indiana  County.  He 
was  the  son  of  the  former  Sheriff 
Thomas  Sharp  Neal  and  Anna  Ober- 
lin  Neal.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Roxie  Widdowson  Neal,  class  of 
1910;  one  son.  Dr.  Harry  B.  Neal, 
Jr.,  who  had  been  associated  with 
his  father  as  a  practicing  physician 
in  Indiana;  one  daughter,  Ruth 
Louisa  Neal,  class  of  1949,  a  mem- 
ber of  the   faculty   at   the   University 


of  Florida,  Gainesville,  Florida;  and 
two  brothers.
